Twice in 23 years Russia has 
been bombarded from the 
heavens in what is literally a war 
of worlds, In February, 1947, one 
of the minor planets of the solar 
system on an erratic course, mov- 
ing with more energy :than an 
atomic-energy bomb, crashed into 
the earth in Siberia, near Viadl- 


An earlier collision took place 
in 1924 in an uninhabited area in

in various places recorded a pecu- 
liar earth disturbance but not of 
great magnitude, More than a 
year elapsed before explorers 
could reach the site and view a 
scene of devastation over a large 
area. 

The recent crash took place in 
a relatively thickly inhabited re- 
‘gion, near the village of Novopo- 
krovka, a little north of the big 
city of Viadivostok, which is the 
Pacific terminal of the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad and is located 
on the Japan Sea near the north- 
ern boundary of Korea. 

It is extremely remarkable that 
when two of the minor worlds 
that compose the most numerous 
portfon of the solar system should 
crash into the earth they should 


zo relatively close to each other. 
The four other such known 


two target points are in the east- 
ern half of Siberia, separated by 
less than 1,500 miles. Of a 
twelve-inch globe the places are 
separated by the length of the 
little finger. 

Extensive eyewitness details 
have been collected concerning 
the recent celestial bombardment. 
The event happened about 11 a.m. 
and was seen by many- persons 
over a wide area, An immediate 
study of the area was made by 
Dr. V. G. Feskinov who is known 
here as an eminent and reliable 
Russian astronomer. . 

Dr. Feakinov has been publish- 
ing a series of articles on the 
event in ‘The Russian Astronomi- 
cal Journal”. They have been 
read by Dr. Otto Struve, of 
Yerkes Observatory, University 
of Chicago, president of the 
American aati oee Society.

Here, too, he met Eleanor Far- 
rell, who told New York news- 
Papermen yesterday she had lived 
with Dennis for several years, 

Police sald they picked up Den- 
nis in 1943 and he was sentenced 
to two years less a day for abor- 
tion and housebreaki 


New York, Eleanor Farrell de- 
scribed in the Journal-American 
her life with Dennis as one of 
loneliness, frustration and deceit. 
She said she was wooed by Den- 
nis then known:as Johnny Farrell 
after they met In -Toronto, 


Miss Farrell said in her story ; 


until he obtained a divorce. 

The couple moved jto Montreal 
where Dennis told her he earned 
a living asa croupier in a gamb- 
ling house and by changing Can- 
adian dollars into United States 
funds on the Montreal black 
market.
